WLS-TV  journalist  Bill  Campbell  spoke  on  the  issue  of  ethics  in 
the  media  for  the  15th  annual  Rudolf  G.  Schade  Endowed  Lec- 
tureship. Campbell,  an  award-winning  television  personality, 
delivered  his  speech  titled  "Positive  On  Purpose:  From  the  Inside 
Out."  on  November  12. 

At  Channel  7,  Campbell  produces  and  hosts  the  weekly 
"Chicagoing,"  a  forum  for  events  and  issues  in  Chicago  and  dis- 
cussions with  residents  on  pertinent  community  issues. 

His  intern  at  WLS-TV,  senior  Corrine  Alexander,  introduced 
Campbell.  She  praised  him  for  all  he  has  taught  her  during  her 
internship,  and  his  dedication  and  caring  for  people  of  the  com- 
munity. 

Campbell's  speech  was  followed  by  a  surprise  induction  into  Omi- 
cron Delta  Kappa,  the  leadership  honor 
society,  by  EC  chapter  president  David 
Jensen. 

Schade's  legacy  at  EC  will  continue 
through  the  lectureship  in  his  name, 
however  he  will  always  be  missed. 

"He  exemplified  the  essence  of 
Elmhurst,"  said  EC  president  Bryant  L. 
Cureton  at  the  celebration  of  the  life  of 
Rudolf  G.  Schade  on  December  14.  The 
former  Elmhurst  professor,  curator  of  the  College  archives,  and 
emeritus  professor  passed  away  in  December.  He  left  behind  not 
only  a  family,  but  also  a  wonderful  legacy. 

As  a  professor,  he  had  great  relationships  with  his  students 
and  the  EC  faculty. 

"But  he  did  not  just  teach  at  EC.  he  is  EC,"  said  Cureton. 
During  the  memorial  service  in  Schade's  memory,  people  who 
knew  him  shared  stories  of  the  professor.  Former  president  Dr. 
Ivan  Frick  recalled  how  Schade  seemed  to  have  "radar"  for  any- 
thing happening  on  campus. 

He  was  so  loved  by  his  students  that  the  Rudolf  G.  Schade 
Endowed  Lectureship  was  created  dedicated  to  him  by  three  of 
his  former  students.

First  American  woman  in  space,  Sally  Ride,  was  the  guest  lecturer 
of  the  5th  Annual  Quest  Lecture.  Hundreds  of  fans  and  space  enthu- 
siasts crammed  inside  Hammerschmidt  Memorial  Chapel  to  hear  the 
words  of  this  living  symbol  of  both  women's  rights  and  of  the  achieve- 
ment of  science. 

Ride  began  with  a  brief  history  of  her  life  and  the  unlikely  way  that 
she  applied  for  the  job  in  1978.  Ride  saw  an  ad  for  NASA  in  the 
Stanford  Daily,  looking  for  scientists,  test  pilots  and  engineers. 

Of  the  thousands  of  applications  received,  20  scientists  and  engi- 
neers and  15  pilots  were  selected  for  the  NASA  program.  Among  the 
chosen  few  were  the  first  six  women  astronauts  in  space.  Ride,  an 
astrophysicist,  was  among  the  scientists  chosen. 

"I  guess  you  could  say  I  got  my  job  answering  an  ad  in  the  newspa- 
per,"  Ride  joked. 

After  a  short  history  of  the  shuttle  she 
took  her  trip  to  space  in.  Ride  began  a 
slide  presentation  of  a  journey  into  space, 
beginning  with  a  picture  of  a  shuttle 
launch. 

"It  takes  about  six  and  a  half  minutes  to 
get  into  orbit... once  the  solid  rockets 
ignite,  it's  too  late  to  decide  that  you  didn't 

want  to  do  that." 

Ride  went  on  her  first  flight  in  1983.  In  this  "rookie"  flight,  the  cre- 
wof  the  Challenger  lived  in  the  two  pressurized  rooms  on  the  shuttle, 
each  the  size  of  a  standard  airline  cockpit,  for  several  days.  This  his- 
toric flight  not  only  had  the  first  American  woman  in  space,  but  also 
the  first  mission  to  launch  a  communications  satellite  using  the  shut- 
tle's robotic  arm. 

The  slides  that  follow  were  of  the  Earth,  which  Ride  referred  to  as 
"vacation  photos."  Many  of  the  pictures  got  oohs  and  ahhs  from  the 
audience.  In  the  first  picture.  Ride  pointed  out  that  a  thin  blue  layer 
in  the  picture  is  all  that  is  the  Earth's  atmosphere,  "all  that  protects 
us  from  space." 

Following  the  lecture,  Sally  Ride  and  fans  attended  a  reception  and 
book  signing.  This  gave  the  audience  a  chance  to  meet  this  legacy  ol 
space  exploration.

Your  fac- 
ulty and  mentors  wish  for  you  the  continuing  joy  of  new 
ideas  and  new  understanding  that  will  be  yours  if  you  never 
lose  the  Nevertheless  of  Learning.  And  this  College  of  char- 
acter calls  on  you  to  confront  the  injustice  and  suffering 
and  ignorance  you  may  not  be  able  to  eliminate  with  a 
resounding  Nevertheless  of  Courage.  Does  this  seem  like  a 
lot  to  have  to  Ccirry  as  you  walk  down  the  steps  of  this  plat- 
form and  out  into  the  world  of  your  future?  Indeed  it  is. 
Nevertheless..."

Day  Award  for  service  to  the 
campus  for  her  service  as  editor- 
in-chief  of  The  Leader,  and  par- 
ticipation in  LeaderShape.

The  Reverend  Stanley  Davis,  Executive  Director  of 
the  Chicago  and  Northern  Illinois  Region  of  the  National 
Conference  for  Community  and  Justice,  spoke  about 
leaving  the  world  better  than  one  found  it.

The  game  of  musical  chairs  not  only  served  to 
raise  awarness  and  money  to  fight  eating  disorders, 
but  also  provided  an  entertaining  moment  for  all  as 
the  final  contestants  fought  for  the  very  last  chair.

S3miposium,  Q  &  A  Game  show  sponsored  by  Sigma 
Lambada  Gamma,  and  a  presentation  by  artist  and 
historian  Betty  Kano.

Brandon  Bnimmett:  What  influ- 
enced you  to  become  a  chemistry 
teacher? 

Eugene  Losey:  In  high  school,  I  con- 
sidered going  into  ministry,  but  I 
could  not  do  both  science  and  min- 
istry. In  graduate  school  1  taught  for 
such  a  good  chemistry  teacher  who 
was  able  to  influence  students  that 
he  sparked  my  interest  in  teaching. 
I  viewed  teaching  sirmlar  to  the  min- 
istry, but  still  not  the  same. 
Brummett:  When  did  you  start 
teaching  at  Elmhurst  College? 
Losey:  I  started  teaching  at 
Elmhurst  in  the  fall  of  1977. 
Brummett:  What  are  the  obstacles  of 
being  a  chemistry  teacher? 
Losey:  The  hours  that  you  work 
being  a  teacher  are  more  flexible  in 
college,  but  you  work  more  hours 
than  you  would  in  an  industry  job. 
Working  for  a  company  in  the  indus- 
try has  a  salary  that  is  double  that 
of  what  it  is  at  school.  It  is  hard  to 
afford  to  work  for  a  company  first 
and  then  work  for  a  college.  It  is  a 
long  haul  to  work  as  a  professor  in  a 
college;  you  need  a  Ph.D.,  which 
takes  four  to  six  years  of  going 
through  school. 

Brummett:  Why  do  you  think  that 
the  students  like  you? 
Losey:  I  am  an  enthusiastic  teacher 
who  likes  to  teach  chemistry  and  I 
show  that  to  the  students.  I  treat 
students  as  colleagues  where  both 
the  students  and  I  are  all  trying  to 
learn  together.  I  care  about  the  stu- 
dents as  total  persons  and  I  deal 
with  them  as  real  people  and  not 
just  students. 


Brummett:  What  do  you  like  about  Elmhurst 
College  students? 

Losey:  They  are  normal  people  who  are  not 
arrogant.  Elmhurst  College  students  are  good 
hard-working  people  who  have  respect  for  one 
another  and  for  their  professors. 
Brummett:  What  is  your  favorite  class  that 
you  teach  at  Elmhurst  College? 
Losey:  Organic  Chemistry  is  the  class  that  I 
love  because  it  is  an  important  course  for 
chemistry,  pre-medical  and  biology  students. 
A  January  Term  class  that  dealt  with  wine 
was  very  fun. 

Brummett:  Have  you  taught  anywhere  else? 
What  makes  Elmhurst  College  different  from 
any  other  places  you  have  taught? 
Losey:  I  taught  temporarily  for  three  years  at 
Michigan  State  University,  where  1  got  my 
Ph.D.  The  classes  I  taught  there  never  had 
less  than  250  students.  The  advantages  of 
this  large  university  were  that  there  were 
good  sports  teams  and  intellectual  events 
available.  The  disadvantage  of  Michigan  State 
University  was  that  some  classes  had  2,000 
students  in  them  where  the  students  learned 
at  their  own  pace  using  audio  tapes. 
Brummett:  What  have  you  done  that  was 
interesting  during  graduate  and  undergradu- 
ate school? 


Losey:  Teaching  at  Michigan  State  University 
for  three  years  was  the  most  interesting  event 
during  my  graduate  school  years.  The  most 
interesting  experience  I  had  during  my  under- 
graduate education  was  the  six  months  I 
spent  living  with  a  family  in  Germany. 
Brummett:  What  is  the  one  thing  that  you 
teach  that  you  want  to  stand  out  to  the  stu- 
dents? 

Losey:  Chemistry  is  intellectually  stimulating 
and  worthwhile  learning  and  might  even  be 
fun  to  learn.

Speaking  to  students  at  her  last  lec- 
ture. Dean  Kathleen  Simons  reflected  on 
T.S.  Eliot's  idea  that  "We  must  not  cease 
from  exploration".  She  described  her  time  at 
Elmhurst  College  as  "a  stop  in  my  explo- 
ration". Simons  began  her  explorations 
when  she  turned  down  a  job  in  her  home 
town  of  Goodland,  KS  fearing  that  she 
would  "cheat  herself  by  staying  close  to 
home.  Instead  she  set  off  with  a  goal  to 
learn  the  "why's"  of  the  world. 

She  reminded  the  audience  of  their 
early  childhood,  when  they  posessed  a 
curiosity  and  desire  to  learn  about  everyting 
they  encountered.  At  that  age,  "why"  was 
the  most  powerful  word  in  our  vocabulary. 
However,  by  the  time  we  reach  college,  we 
have  been  conditioned  to  stop  asking 
"why?"  and  to  just  accept  things  rather 
than  to  challenge  them. 

She  encouraged  students  to  start 
exploring  and  to  learn  as  much  as  possible 
during  their  college  years  by  always  remem- 
bering to  ask  one  simple  question:  "Why?"

Mark  Scherer  came  to 
Elmhurst  College  five  years  ago  from 
Valparaiso  University,  a  Division  I 
school.  He  was  an  assistant  coach 
there  for  four  years,  helping  to  lead 
the  Crusaders  to  three  consecutive 
20-win  seasons,  two  conference 
championships,  and  their  first  invita- 
tion to  the  NCAA  tournament. 
Scherer  then  decided  it  was  time  to 
take  a  head  coaching  position.  He 
felt  that  Elmhurst  College  would  be  a  i 
good  place  to  start. 

This  season,  Scherer  coached 
the  men's  basketball  team  to  a  22-5 
record  and  their  first-ever  CCIW 
Coach  Scherer  commented  that  the 
moment  the  buzzer  sounded  at  the 
end  of  the  North  Central  game  on*****^ 
was  "the  highlight  of  my  coaching 
career".    That  was  the  moment  the 
Bluejays  realized  they  had  just  won 
the  CCIW  championship  with  a  record 
of  12-2.  The  members  of  this  year's 
team  included  an  Ail-American  ath- 
lete, a  Verizon  Academic  Ail- 
American,  the  CCIW  Player  of  the 
Year,  three  all- conference  players,  a 
CCIW  Academic  All-Conference  hon- 
oree,  six  CCIW  Players  of  the  Week, 
five  all-tournament  players,  and  two 
tournament  MVPs.  Since  his  start  asi 
head  coach  at  Elmhurst  in  1996, 
Coach  Scherer  has  accumulated  a 
record  of  81-46,  making  him  the  sec- 
ond most  successful  coach  in  Bluejayv 
history. 

Coaching  is  more  than  just 
winning  games  for  Coach  Scherer. 
Developing  relationships  with  his 


players  is  important  to  him  also.  "To  be  able  to  become 
friends  with  my  players  gives  me  a  good  feeling  about  what 
I  do."  To  this  day,  Coach  Scherer  still  keeps  in  contact 
with  players  from  Valparaiso.  "Just  the  other  day  I 
received  an  e-mail  from  one  of  my  players  from  Valpo.  He 
wrote  to  tell  me  he  just  had  a  kid." 

When  asked  if  he  had  any  regrets  about  the  sea- 
son, he  just  commented,  "When  I  reflect  on  the  season  I 
just  hope  my  players  and  assistant  coaches  have  a  good 
feeling  about  being  on  this  team.  I  want  everybody  to  feel 
they  are  a  part  of  what  this  team  accomplished."  He  did- 


n't want  those  players  who  didn't  get  as  much  playing 
time  as  the  others  to  feel  left  out  of  the  championship. 
Everyone  on  the  team  is  important. 

In  reflecting  on  the  past  season.  Coach  Scherer 
mentioned,  "I'm  very  thankful  to  have  had  an  opportunity  | 
to  work  with  players,  especially  seniors,  who  I've  worked 
with  the  past  four  years.  They  are  a  unique  group  that 
will  always  be  remembered." 

Scherer  has  big  plans  for  the  future  of  the  men's 
basketball  team.  Without  hesitation,  he  exclaimed.  "[I 
want]  to  win  a  National  Championship!

ping  five -game  match.  The  final  nation- 
al volleyball  polls  placed  the  Bluejays 
eighth  in  the  nation. 

The  NCAA  honored  seniors  Kim 
Meyer  and  Shannon  Sobczak  as  National 
Ail-Americans.  Both  players  were  also 
named  first  team  All-Conference  and 
Sobczak  was  named  "Player  of  the  Year" 
in  the  CCIW.  Senior  Sharlisa  McClain 
and  junior  Jennifer  Frantz  garnered  sec- 
ond team  honors.  Meyer  was  also  named 
to  the  "GTE  Academic  All-America"  third 
team. 

Thanks  to  the  coaching  of  Julie 
Hall,  the  Midwest  Region  Coach  of  the 
Year,  the  EC  volleyball  team  had  much  to 
be  proud  of,  finishing  as  outright  confer- 
ence champions  and  one  of  the  best 
teams  in  the  nation.

The  Elmhurst  College  football  team  start- 
ed their  season  strong  by  winning  their  home 
opener  against  Benedictine.  Highlights  of  that 
game  included  Juan  Quesada,  a  freshman  quar- 
terback, passing  7-16  and  running  for  57  yards, 
contributing  to  the  Bluejays'  317  yards,  one  of 
the  top  five  offensive  performances  in  school  his- 
tory.

The  men's  team  also  has  their  best  season 
in  history.

Then  we  were 
split  up,  each  of  us 
shipped  off  in  taxis  two  by 
two  only  to  be  divided 
again  one  by  one  to  our 
final  destination:  the  host 
families. 

Walking  up  the 
stairs  of  the  Spanish  flat  in 
Sevilla  where  my  host  fam- 
ily lived  was  one  of  the 
most  difficult  things  I've 
ever  had  to  do.  The 
sounds  of  the  gate  clang- 
ing behind  me  and  the 
door  after  the  first  flight  of 
stairs  slamming  shut,  I 
struggled  under  the  weight 
of  my  bags  as  I  carried 
them  up  all  three  flights  of 
stairs. 

The  uneasieness 
actuaUy  went  away  rather 
quickly  and  I  managed  to 
grow  a  bit  attached  to  my 
lamily.  The  house  where  I 
lived  was  about  a  25- 
minute  walk  from  our 
school,  to  which  we  walked 
every  morning  in  the  rain. 


Weekends  were  our 
time  for  luxury  as  we  trav-j 
eled  to  southern  Spain  by 
bus  or  train  and  traded  in 
the  cold  houses  of  our  hos 
families  for  heated  hotel 
rooms  with  bath  tubs  and 
hot  water.  While  we  were 
there,  we  passed  the  time 
away  walking  through 
towns  and  visiting  enor- 
mous catherdrals,  old  cas- 
tles, and  beautiful  gar- 
dens. 

By  the  time  our 
three-week  stay  in  Spain 
had  ended,  we  had  dl 
changed  a  little  since  our 
departure.  We  realized  the 
importance  of  central  heat^ 
ing,  internet  cafes,  and 
American  food.  Although 
we  enjoyed  our  overseas 
experience, 
it  was  never 
better  to  be 
home.
